III NATIONAL CREDIT. | 
In August last we called attention to a se- 
ries of letters addressed by Mr. E. R. Elliott. 
of the United States Treasury (Bureau of 
Statistics), to Secretary Boutwell, communi- 
cating statistics showing the current credit 
of the United States. In the letter of Au- 
gust, 1871, he tabulated the average rate of 
the daily quotations of prices in the New 
York market of the several securities of the 
Government for theentire month of July; 
also the net gold value of these averagos, 
excluding the acorned interest, and also the 
rate of interest realized to investors, as in- 
divated by these average values. These let- 
ters have been continued, with similar ta- 
bles, monthly, ever since, and we have now 


history of the transactions in public securi- 
ties for the month of December, cottains a 
summary forthe last half of the y 871. 
These letters are a valuable contribution to 
fingneial literature: they are eminently in- 
structive. Their accuracy is unquestion- 


fected from time to time by current events. 

This publication, if continued, will pass into 

the valuable record of the times, showing, 

as it does, not only the fluctuations of the 

securities and the normal and varying credit 

of {the Government, ithe relative 

popularity of the various forms of the 
National securities of the time, which have 

different rates of interest and difigrent 

terms to run. This last feature is illustrated 
by.the table showing the relative amount of 

interest realized by investors in the different 

classes of secarities, The popularity of a 
class of bonds is shown by the comparative 
high prices at which they sell and thelow 

rate of interest they draw. Thus, when a 
bond realizes to its owner 5 per cent on its 
current market price, while other bonds yield 
5} or 54 per cent, the former bond is shown 
to be the most popular. We compile from 
the elaborate tables of Mr. Elliott the follow- 
ing facts: first, the comparative valve of the 
‘various classes of bonds in gold, excluding 
_ accrued interest, for the months of July and 
December, and the average for the six 
months ending Dec. 31, 1871: |

Takiog these bonds at their several mar- 
ket values during these six months, we find 
that the sum ot interest in gold realized by 
investors upon those values, for the six 
months, was at the rate per annum as fol- 
lows: 10-408, 5.14 per cent; sixes of 81, 5.61 
per cent; 5-20s of 62, 6.05 per cent; the 
same bends of 44, 6.07 per cent; bonds of 
65, 6.08 per cent; bonds of 67, 5.99 per cent: 
bonds of 68, 5.97 per cent; Pacific Railroad 
currency sixes, 5.12 per cent. In December, 
the 10-40 bonds yielded the lowest rate of 
interest upon the investment, being as low 
as 5.08 per cent, but for the six months the 
lowest average of interest was on the Pacific 
Railroad currency sixes. All classes of secu- 
rities were seriously depressed in October, 
following thé Chicago fire, the fall in values 
varying from 1 1-2 té per cent. | 
From these tables it will be seen that 
during the six months ending 3ist Decem- 
ber, 1871, the credit of the Government had 
improved ; the general advance being, how- 
er, small,—too\small for ordinary arith- 
metic. 
The credit of the Government is shown by 
the rates of interest at which pe..wnus will 
invest in National securities. The lowest 
rate of interest which any of these securities 
yields to investors now is that of the Pacific 
Railroad currency sixes, which yield 5.12 
per cent in gold, and the 10-40 bonds, which 
yield 5.14 per cent. These figures represent 
the point to which the Government credit 
had advanced at the close of the year 1371, 
and the sum at Which the Government 
could negotiate a loan in the ordinary way, 
with bonds generally conditioned as to dura- 
tion like those two ol :

In all these descrip- 
tions of bonds there were invested on Dec.
